To transmit, monitor the channel and make sure it is clear. 

If no signal is present on the analog channel, press the PF key which is pro- 
grammed to the Monitor feature to listen for channel activity. 

When receiving a call, transmit only after the incoming call ends. The radio 
cannot receive a call and transmit simultaneously. 

Press the PTT switch. If the channel is clear, the TX/BUSY indicator will 
glow red (on the Analog Channel) or blue (on the Digital Channel). The radio 
is now transmitting. While holding in the PTT switch, speak across the face 
of the microphone in a clear and normal voice. For best transmission, hold the 
microphone about 1-1/2 to 2 inches (4 ~ 5 cm) away from your mouth. Re- 
lease the PTT switch to receive. 

If the BCLO (Busy Channel Lockout) feature has been programmed on an ana- 
log channel, the radio will not transmit when a carrier is present. Instead, the 
radio will generate short beep three times.

In the EVX-5400, when the Beep Off function is *on" and “off”, the display indi- 
cates briefly “ВЕЕР OFF" and “ВЕЕР ON".

Press, (or press and hold), the assigned PF key to select the channel change con- 
firmation between “beep” (and indicates “BEEP” briefly in the EVX-5400) and 
“announcement” (and indicates “ANNOUNCE” briefly in the EVX-5400). 
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ADVANCED OPERATION 


WHISPER 


Press, (or press and hold), the assigned PF key to increase the microphone gain; 
allowing you to speak in a low voice (whisper) temporarily. Press again, (or press 
and hold again), the assigned PF key to resume normal microphone gain. 


In the EVX-5400, when the Whisper function is “оп” and “off”, the display indi- 
cates briefly "WHISP ON” and “WHISP OF”. 


VOX 


Press, (or press and hold), the assigned PF key to activate the VOX function; al- 
lowing hands-free, automatic activation of the transmitter, based on voice input 
into the microphone.

In the EVX-5400, when the priority channel 2 is recalled, the *P" icon will be in- 
dicated on the display.

Press, (or press and hold), the assigned PF key to toggle the current channel to the 
priority channel 2 “enable” and “disable”. 


In the EVX-5400, when the PRI-2 channel is recalled, the “Р” icon will be indi- 
cated on the display. 


PRI-2 DisABLE 


Press, (or press and hold), the assigned PF key to disable the priority channel 2 of 
the group temporarily. 


Press again, (or press and hold again), the assigned PF key to enable the priority 
channel 2 of the group. 


In the EVX-5400, when the priority channel 2 is “disabled” and “enabled”, the 
display indicates briefly “PRI2 DT” and “РКІ?

Press, (or press and hold), the assigned PF key to recall the pre-programmed chan- 
nel by your Vertex Standard dealer directly.
